SIX MILES OF FIRE. 


The Baltimore and Ohio's Jersey Tres- 
tle Threatened by Smoldering Refuse. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ELIZABETH, Sept. 5.—Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad officials have renewed their 
struggle of months with an obstinate un- 
derground fire six miles long that threat- 
jens the company’s property with serious 
damage. The company has for years been 
| operating a freight line, carried across 
| country on trestles, that .extends six 
imiles from its main line here to Staten 
Island Sound. To fortify the trestle a lot 
o: refuse was carted to the line. 

In the refuse there was a great deal of 
paper, and this caught fire. The flames 
spread to ihe waste of cther kinds, and 
some months ago a smoldering furnace 
stretched along the whole line 6f the 
trestle, but the company let it burn till 
those living in the vicinity began to com- 
plain of the odor. Then trainload after 
trainload of earth was sent to the mead- 
ows and poured on the ground in the hope 
of extinguishing the blaze. The remedy 
was ineffective. 

The furnace burned quite as fiercely un- 
der the tons of earth as it had when ex- 
posed. Two months since other plans were 
trié@ to’put out the fire, but it still smokes 
like ah unéasy volcano along thé whoie 
stretch: * 

Two or three weeks ago the fight was 
abandoned with the idea that the fire 
would burn itself out. But there have 
{been no signs of abatement, and there are 
|fears now that unless some way of put- 


ting it out can be found, the wooden sup- |

PORTSMOUTH, N. H., Sept. 5.—The 
war between Japan and Russia is end~ 
ed. At 3:47 o’clock this afternoon the 
Treaty of Portsmouth, rb-establishing 
peace between the two empires, was 
jsigned by the plenipotentiaries sent 
here by the Czar and the Mikado. A 
moment afterward a salute of nineteen 


guns was fired at the United States 
Navy Yard on Kittery Point, the church 
bells in Portsmouth, New Castle, and 
Kittery were rung, and flags were 
hoisted every where. 

Only six Americans were allowed to 
witness the act which ended the great 
war, These were Admiral Mead, Capt, 
Winslow, Capt. Gibbons, Gov.

‘All this has been prevented by the 
wisdom of the framers of the agreement 
of 1817. How difficult disarmament proves 
was shown by the practical withdrawal 
of that question from the first Hague 
Conference. To prevent excessive arma-

“Tt would be a great step forward if 
this peac2® conference so successfully ter- 
minated could be followed by one which

Ask That 950 Names Be Stricken from 
the Fifth’s Voting List. 


Argument on the motion made by Ben- 
jamin Sharps, counsel for Joseph F. 
Prendergast, who wants the Supreme 
Court to strike from the primary lists the 
names of 950 men, was heard yesterday 
before Justice Dowling. Prendergast suc- 
ceeded Bernard F, Martin as Tammany 
leader of the’ Fifth Assembly District and 
now alleges that there is a scheme on foot 
to beat him at the primary with the votes 
of men who are not entitled to vote.

M. Philippe Bunau-Vafrilla, the French 
engineer who represented the Republic 
of Panama at Washington in the nego- 
tiations which led to the resumption of | 
work on the Panama Canal by the United 
States, was among the passengers ar- 
riving on the Kaiser Wilhelm Il. yes- 
terday morning. M. Bunau-Varilla will

M. Bunau-Varilla contends that it is 
possible to have the waterway ready for 
navigation within four years, the canal 
to be a lock canal that can later; ff nec- 
essary, be made a sea-level one.

DIAMOND SELLERS ENJOINED. 
Instaliment Concern Sued by Attorney 


General to Annul Charter. 


ALBANY, Sept. 5.—Attorney General 
Mayer to-day brought action against the 
Preferred Mercantile Company of New 


| York to vacate its charter on the ground 


that it has abused its powers and forfeit- 
ed charter. Justice Cochrane granted an 
injunction restraining the company from 
transacting further business in this 
State. Robert Ten Eyck of New York

| Was appointed receiver. 


The company is under contracts under 
whict holders paid a dollar a week for 
110 weeks in return for a guarantee of a 
diamond valued at $200. Twenty cents 
out of each payment was to go to the ex- 
pense flind. 

The Attorney General’s office gave out 
the following statement: 

“The company agreed to redeem these 
matured contracts in order of seniority 
by delivering to the holder thereof a 
pure white diamond of the commercial 
value of $200, or at the option of the 
| holder to redeem by payment of $160. 
| The fraudulent character of the contract 
| is apparent from the fact that when $110 
has been paid in, $22 constituted its ex- 
| pense fund and $88 was carried to the re- 
demption fund, so that every time a 
contract paying $160 was redeemed the 
company suffered a loss of $72. 

“The corporation was driven out of the 
State of Missouri in the year 1903, when

Panama Canal,”’ said M. Bunau- 
“can be opened without strain 
or risk in four years’ time. The most 
dificult part of the work (Culebra) has 
already been lowered from 300 feet above 
the sea level to 150 feet, and if the water 
line of a lock should be fixed across the 
central rocky part between Gamboa and 
Paraiso, at an altitude of 130 feet, only 
20 feet would remain to excavate at the 
highest point to reach the actual prism 
of the canal. The digging of the prism 
itself, and of the twenty feet above it, 
the widening of the cut actually opened, 
constitutes a task of very limited scope, 
which could easily be accomplished 
four years. 

“In the second place, the Panama Canal 
can be opened in four years with a power 
of transit’ of 50,000,000 tons, or, in other 
words, with the capacity to carry a trade 
five times greater than the one reached 
after thirty years’ operation by the Suez 
Canal, or with a capacity to carry the 
largest ships likely to be built within 
fifty years. 

“It can be stated with reason that 
in the last fifty years the increase 


\ 


if 


the draught of ships has been about fif- | 


teen feet, it probably will not reach ten 
feet in the next fifty. A depth of thirty- 
five feet of water in the canal is there- 
fore an ample satisfaction for all the 
necessities of trade for the next thirty 
years to come. It would be, however, 
advisable to go so far as to give a depth 
of forty feet in the locks and thirty-five 
feet in the channel. This would surely 
cover the requirements of the next fifty 
years, and necessitate only supplementary 
digging of the channel if it were neces- 
sary. 


“Furthermore, it is perfectly feasible, 


whenever necessary, to transform the 
canal into a sea-level passage, without 
losing the use of the excavations made 


for the canal under its first form, with- 
out any contact between the works then 
executed and the double-track navigation 
channel of 150 feet width at the bottom 
actually contemplated, and _ therefore 
without interféring Im-the least with nav- 
igation. 

“Again, it is feasible to transform the 
canal into a sea-level passage without 
any loss of water of the summit level on 
account of the transportation of the ex- 
cavated ground, and without spending 
more than five years for the transforma- 
tion of the lock canal at 130 feet eleva- 
tion into a sea-level canal, if the bottom 
width of 150 feet is preserved, or more 
than seven vears if the 
the sea-level canal is brought to 300 feet. 

“In the last place, the canal can be 
made a sea-level passage, when neces- 
sary, without incurring a greater cost of 
excavation per unit than would result 
from the immediate excavation of the sea- 
level canal as actually proposed, and 
without harm to the international naviga- 
tion if softer strata would be found in 
the low part of the great cut, obliging to 
make supplementary excavation or spe- 
cial works.”’ .

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THE RUSSO-JAPANESE TREATY. 

There is very little in the treaty 
signed at Portsmouth yesterday, of 
which a full synopsis is printed in TH» 
TIMES this morning, that will strike the 
reader as unfamiliar. The day to day 
disclosure through the press of the con- 
tents of protocols, upon which the Com- 
missioners recorded their agreement or 
disagreement, long ago put the public 
in possession of the substance of the 
terms to be embodied in the treaty. The 
“convention as actually signed merely 
puts in cCiplomatic form the agreed 
upon conditions, of all of which the 
public had full 
knowledge within a few hours of the 
adjournment of the meeting at which 
the final understanding was had. 

It.is interesting to note that Russia 
appears to have definitely abandoned 
the pretense that the Eastern Chinese 
Railway running from Harbin to Port 
Arthur was a private undertaking. 
There is no formal conveyance of the 
railway property to Japan—the treaty 
merely recognizes that the line, being in 
Japanese possession from Port Arthur 
northward to Kwang-Tcheng-Tse, is, in 
fact, under Japanese ownership. Arti- 
cle VI. declares that Russia will keep 
“her branch line”’ with “all rights ac- 
quired by her convention with China 
for the construction of that railway,” 
while Japan acquires certain mines in 
connection with the “ branch line which 
falls to her.” This road was construct- 
ed in pursuance of an agreement made 
in 1896 between the Chinese Minister at 
St. Petersburg and the Russo-Chinese 
Bank. The bank undertook to organize 
the Eastern Chinese Railway Company 
and to contribute 5,000,000 taels toward 
its capital stock.

JAPANESE FISHERIES. 


We were remarking the other lay 
that the value of the concession of fish- 
ing privileges on the Siberian coast 
made by Russia, while it cost Russi2 
nothing, was probably of far more 
value to Japan than was appreciated 
outside of Japan.

THE NEW $20 GOLD CERTIFICATE. 

Who is it in the Treasury Depart- 
ment who decides finally upon the 
designs for the Treasury 
banknotes? And upon what principles 
does he do it? How comes it that 
with a perfection of mechanical ex- 
ecution nowhere surpassed we find such 
a poverty of artistic design in these 
notes which are in everybody's hands 
and have as much to do with the 
formation of the taste of the people as 
any other single agency? 

These questions, which frequently 
arise, have never arisen with more 
urgency than that with which they are 
brought up by the new twenty-dollar 
gold certificate. A mere printed cer- 
tificate of deposit, easily legible and 
unmistakable, with precautions against 
counterfeiting, is what the case es- 
sentially requires. This is provided by 
the old form of certificate, in which 
it is set forth, in letters which he who 
read, that ‘ there 
have been deposited in the Treasury 
of the United States $20 in gold coin, 
repayable to the bearer on demand.”

To be sure, the certificate is far from 
being a pretty thing, and the portrait 
of GARFIELD on the right hand side is 
irrelevant, incompetent, and imperti- 
nent.

The new certificate 
centres the portrait of WASHINGTON 
which it bears, and that is an advan- 
tage. But on the other hand all of 
the text which can be readily read is 
“United States America” and

low “20” at the top and “in Gold 
Coin” at the bottom, with another 
“20” at the left side in staring yellow 
on a field of buff, while the back is 
printed in a yellowish brown ink much 
less attractive than the orange of the 
older issue. 

Why should not the authorities take 
counsel of somebody who knows about 
these things, which is to say of artists, 
and follow their advice, subject to the 
practical requirements?

Declares Mr. Flint, Who Talked 
Business to the Emperor.

Charies R. Flint, promoter of many 
enterprises and man of many ventures, 
| got back from Russia yesterday on the 
| Kaiser Wilhelm II. Mr. Flint went 
abroad not long ago on a mission said to 
be connected with the Russian Navy. 

Oddly enough, the thing that Mr. Flint 
was less able to talk about—or was les 
inclined to talk about—when he received 
| the reporters yesterday was the Russian 
; naval prospects. But he gave a very 
interesting account of his audience with 
the Czar, 

“There was a very amusing incident 
| connected with the shipping of the much- 
talked-about submarine Protector from 
| America,” said Mr. Flint, “‘ but I suppose 
| I'd better not tell that, as it reflects on 
| the astuteness of the press.” ' 

Encouraged sufficiently, though, Mr, 
Flint consented to relate the incident. 

“When the ship with the Protector on 
| board left her Staten Island anchorage,” 
| he said, ‘‘ some of the papers were full of 
stories telling how @he was going to 
Japan. Several published photographs 
showing Japanese officers on the decks 
of the Protector. When I was in the 
presence of the Emperor I was about to 
remark upon the deluded newspapers. I 
said: 

“*The first time I heard of the Pro- 
tector’s going to Japan, Your Majesty, 
| was when I—’ 
| “* Saw it in the Novoe Vremya,’ he in- 
| terrupted me with a laugh. 
| “ That is a little thing to show that the 
very well-informed. 








Emperor keeps in touch with what is 
going on. It is the utmost nonsense, 
these tales about events being kept from 
the knowledge of the Emperor. He is 
And he is very alert 
;—there is nothing dejected or downcast 
' about him, He has a wonderful memory 
for details, too—a quality, I believe, that 
|is characteristic of the Romanoffs. When 
|I referred to certain predictions I had 
made he interrupted me in the middle of 
the sentence and said: 

““* Yes, the Grand Duke Alexis showed 
me the letter he got from you last No- 
vember, embodying your views on. the 
subject.’ ”’ 

Mr. Flint averred that the Grand Dukes 
don’t control the Czar. 

“These fairy stories are the result of 
propaganda spread abroad by interests 
hostile to MRussia,’’ he said. “The 
Emperor is a man who thinks for him- 
| self. Of course the Grand Dukes are con- 
sulted; in managing a big empire like 
| Russia it is necessary to have advisers. 
But the Emperor is familiar with the 
Russian Empire’s management, just as 
the head of a great banking house Js 
familiar with his business. 

“He even examines accounts. In a 
matter in which I myself was interésted 
the Emperor had to look over an account 
and approve it. It was on Friday of the 
! week before last that the Emperor gave 
me an audience. From what I observed 
iI knew that his mind was made up not 
| to accept any peace terms which made the 
payment of an indemnity necessary. He 
seemed to me to be a man of well- 
|balanced judgment who felt himself 
master of the situation.’’ 

“Did you get any contracts?” 

Flint was asked. 

i “ That is a matter that had better come 
up later,’’ he replied. He gave the same 
answer to several other questions relating 
to what he had done in Russia. 

But as to the general situation in Russia 
he had a great deal to say, principally .6 
| the effect that people mustn't believe all 
| they read about that country. 

“ Fairy stories’ is the term that Mr. 
| Flint very solemly applies to the reports 
that coine to foreign countries of the

Mr. Flint’s experiences in Russia evi- 
dently differed materially .rom ‘those of 
many other foreigners, for he said: 

‘* As to the stories you hear of inseenr- 
ity in Russia, the only time I had any 
oceasion to feel fear was when I was in 
a forty-horse-power automobile driven by 
lan amateur chauffeur. I went to Odessa, 
land Kiel, and into Poland twice. My 
| wife was with me and we both were 
| perfectly safe. I went out at night, hunt- 
jing a sort of bird that they hunt at 
i nights in Russia. There was never any 
{reason for alarm.” 
| “What do you think of business con- 
| ditions in Russia?’ Mr. Flint was asked. 
| “T feel confident,"’ he replied, “ now 
j; that peace 


is assured that Russia is 
about to enter upon a period of great 
industrial activity and I am satisfied that 
her policy is to encourage Americans to 
take part in the development of her 
enormous natural resources, comparable 
with those of the United States. Russia 
| will undoubtedly reduce the duties on 
American products, which will probably 
be the first step in that direction. 

‘She recognizes that her industrial and 
| agricultural conditions are practically the 
same as ours were twenty-five to fifty 
years ago, while differin® from those of 
France, Germany, England, and the other 
| densely populated countries of Europe; 

that there are as good reasons to adopt 
| American methods in industry and i- 
|eulture as there were for her to a

lantic, and America would certainly be 
ready to defend her honors with a bigger

Market Rises on Foreign Buying and 
Short Covering, Then Sags—Cot- 
ton Down on Report. 


Heavy buying of stocks by London, 
where the market for two days now has 
been broad and cheerftl, and wide- 
spread retirement of short contracts on 
the part of speculators here, were the 
chief factors in the price advances of 
the morning session of yesterday's 
stock market. Under this buying 
stocks rose smartly from Saturday's 
level, many issues, including St. Paul, 
Pennsylvania, New York Central, and 
Union Pacific in the railroad list, and 
the Steel issues and Amalgamated Cop- 
per among the industrials, gaining a 
point and more in the course of the 
movement. When the demand from 
these two quarters had been satisfied, 
however, it was found that there was 
nothing to supplement it and, except in 
certain issues, where special factors 
were at work, the general market 
sagged steadily to the close of the day, 
when much of the earlier advance had 
been lost, although the general list was 
still fractionally above the Saturday 
closing level. 

With the termination of the London 
buying and the short covering in the 
morning, Reading assumed the conspic- 
uous place in the trading which under 
similar market conditions it has before 
occupied. The stock detached itself 
from the general market movement and 
moved up some 5 points under vigorous 
trading. The demonstration, as on 
other occasions, failed to inspire confi- 
dence in the position of the stock itself, 
and beyond that it again affected sen- 
timent generally. Along with this 
movement was a somewhat similar rise 
in American Smelting and Refining 
common stock, a 5 per cent. issue which 
has sold recently above 130. It is not 
widely distributed, and in that respect 
as well as in its manipulation it corre- 
sponds closely to Reading. It ad- 
vanced 314 points on the day. Late in 
the afternoon Canadian Pacific under- 
went a movement like that of Reading, 
closing with a gain of 5 points. These 
advances, with smaller ones by Sloss- 
Sheffield and National Lead, were the 
most prominent of the trading, which 
as a whole refle¢ted a normal reaction 
from last week’s declines and serious 
attention to the question of the ade- 
quacy of the money supply to any ex- 
tended stock market operations. Until 
the amount of the proposed Russian 
loan is definitely announced, and the 
rather persistent intimations ‘that it 
may be much greater than expected 
are disproved, it will be unwise to count 
too heavily on aid from finaneilal Eu- 
rope. 

The publication of the Government's 
figures on the condition of cotton, dis- 
closing a decidedly smaller deteriora- 
tion in the crop during August than i's 
own weekly bulletins had foreshad- 
owed or the cotton trade had suspecte, 
was followed by a sharp break in prices 
on the Cotton Exchange. The esti- 
mated condition of 72.1 per cent. is 
some 2 per cent. under the ten-year 
average at this date, but earlier unof- 
ficial estimates had made out a more 
serious loss. The weekly bulletin tell- 
ing of further deterioration since che 
condition report was made up did noth- 
ing to stop the declines. The present 
prospect is that the crop, in conjunc- 
tion with the surplus from last year’s 
great yield, will prove fairly adequate 
to the world’s demands.

TO ISSUE EQUIPMENT NOTES.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 

The improvement which took place in 
the stock market yesterday brought in 
very little outside business. The ad- 
vances, in other words, were not followed 
by any such general demand for stocks 
as would denote a return either of confi- 
dence or enthusiasm on the part of the 
public. The disinclination of brokers to 
encourage buying was doubtless a_ re- 
straint upon general speculation. Several 
very large wire houses were so far out of 
Sympathy with the market as to advise | 
their clients rather to sell than to buy 
stocks on the forenoon bulge in prices. 
Not only was the recovery due very large- 
ly to short covering, but this covering 
was of a voluntary kind. Except in 
stocks like American Smelting and Re- 
fining and Reading common, in which 
pools made aggressive movements against 
the short interest, there was evidently no 
concerted effort among the big bull in- 
terests to reassert their control of the 
market. The principal recoveries oc- 
curred in the stocks upon which bearish 
operations had been converging, while 
stocks in which the short interest was 
only normal were ‘laggards. Thus Atchi- 
son common and Erie common, both of | 
which were conspicuous last week for the | 
resistance they offered to the market’s 
general downward tendency, rallied only | 
5 per cent. each from Saturday's closing 
quotations, as against such maximum re- 
coveries as 1% per cent. in Amalgamated 
Copper, 1% per cent. in Union Pacific, 4% 
per cent. in Reading common, and 4% per 
cent. in American Smelting. 





The bear crowd carried a large aggre- 
gate of short contracts over the week's 
end. hoping to be able to cover them yes- 
terday on better terms than were avail- 
able in last Saturday’s session. When 
the market opened anywhere from % to 
1 per cent. against this crowd yesterday 
morning it was only the more anxious to 
cover up and await developments. Amer- 
ican securities had been very strong in 
London on Monday, and immediately on 
the opening yesterday the _ arbitrage 
houses came into the market as large 
buyers of the whole international lst. It | 
was really this foreign buying that gave 
the market its initial impulse, and while 
it continued the bears of their own voli- 
ton competed sharply for stocks. As soon 
as the foregn buying ceased the recov- 
ery halted, and as it was not followed up 
by any aggressive Wall Street initiative 
against the short interest the bear crowd 
plucked up fresh courage and began to 
put its stocks all out again. 


The effect of a campaign directed sole- 
ly against the short Interest, without a 
certain amount of general buying behind 
it to sustain the advance, is to leave the 
market in a more vulnerable position 
than it was before. To eliminate the 
short interest at this time, with no great- 
er general support than was in evidence 
yesterday, would certainly weaken the 
technical position of the market. 


The handling of Reading yesterday was 
marked by the same lack of conservatism 
which drew unfriendly attention to the 
operations of the Gates-Wasserman pool 
a fortnight ago. It is remembered mere- 
ly as a coincidence, of course, that in 
the wild and unreasonable manipulation 
of Reading by this pool there culminated 


an advance in the general market that}
